City yesterday on the way home, 
related she did not know of the 
liberation of Santo Tomas until the 
day after the Rangers freed it of 
Japanese control. 

She had been on nursing duty 
and did not know of the liberation 
details until the mext day when, 
she related, “someone said, ‘there’s 
a boy from Georgia,’ and I went 
a-running.” 

The paths of the two nurses 
crossed many times before they 
became prisoners of the Japanese 
when Corregidor fell. They both 
trained in Atlanta at Grady hos- 
pital. When Lt. Dalton went to the 
Philippines in October, 1941, the 
first person she saw in Manila 
was Lt. Nash, who had been her 
night supervisor in 1934-35 at 
Grady.

GEN. MACARTHUR’S HEA.’ 
QUARTERS, Luzon, March 4.— 
(P)—The massacre of 150 Ameri- 
can war prisoners by the Japanese 
constabularly at Puerto Princesa, 
Palawan island, was officially an- 
nounced last night by Gen, Mac- 
Arthur, 

In a special press release the 
general said “additional evidence”’ 
had been uncovered by the Ameri- 
can 4list Infantry Division at the 
Puerto Princesa prison camp sub- 
stantiating stories that the Japa- 
nese threw gasoline in on the 
helpless Americans, ignited it and 
then machinegunned or bayonet- 
ted any who tried to flee 

At least five of the Americans 
escaped and reached U. S. lines. 


The press release said “human 
bones and bits of charred clothing 
covered by a,layer of dirt and rub- 
ble were found in one of the air 
raid shelters near the barracxs, 
mute testimony of the wholesale 
slaughter.” —" 

Cpl. Elmo D. Deal, of Yuba City, 
Cal., who was captured on Bataan 
in 1942 and taken to the Palawan 
prison camp, told this story: 

“There were about 150 soldiers, 
sailors and Marines at Palawan. 
In December the Japs got word 
that there was a big convoy at 
sea. They thought the convoy, 
which was going to Mindoro is- 
land, was headed their way and 
became crazy with fear, 

“They herded us into a string 
of underground shelters in a com- 
pound near the barracks. I don’t 
know which Jap officer gave the 
word but they threw gasoline in 
on us and ignited it. We tried 
to get out the other end of the 
dugout but they mowed us down 
with machineguns.”

MANILA, March 4.—(4)—Gen. 
MacArthur made his opening bid 
Saturday for the major port of Le- 
gaspi and air bases on southeast- 
ern Luzon by sending troops ashore 
at dawn on two near-by islands— 
the 19th and 20th invasions of the 
Philippine campaign.

WILL ARNALL RUN? 


Solons Set 
January 


Schedule

The Georgia ageneral assembly, 
which completed action on near- 
ly every major phase of legisla- 
tion asked of it by Gov. Arnall, 
already is having some of its 
work scheduled for the 15-day ses- 
sion next January. 

First on the list of “must bills” 
for the leftover meeting will be 
enabling legislation for the home 
rule provision eribodied in the 
new constitution. 

The new constitution, of course, 
will have to be passed on by vot- 
ers in an August election, but Ar- 
nall is confident that it will have 
overwhelming approval. If rati- 
fication is given, the legislature 
is expected to have enabling acts 
ready for submission so that home 
rule will become effective early 
next year. 

Likewise, the legislature will be 
ready to act on bills setting up 
a complete merit system of state 
employment, again contingent up- 
on ratification of the new consti- 
tutio# which calls for a civil 
service system. 

But top on the list of questions 
will be one adroitly avoided in 
this session: Will the legislature 
pass a constitutional amendment 
permitting Arnall to succeed him- 
self? 

Arnall himself stopped final con- 


|sideration of the question at the 


session just ended. At one time, 
he called for a change which 
would permit any future gover- 
nor to succeed himself, but would 
not apply to Arnall. Then he 
asked that consideration not be 
given to a proposal to let Arnall 
succeeed himself. 

It is becoming more and more 
certain to capitol observers that 
Arnall will run again, and ‘here 
is every indication that he will 
put the question up to the legisla- 
ture directly next January. 

Should this happen, and should 
the legislature propose a constitu- 
tional amendment lifting the bar

Far Worse 
Air Blows

LONDON, March 3.—(UP)— 
Germany has yet to feel the full 
weight of Allied and Russian aeri- 
al offensives planned at the Yalta 
conferences, 


The huge numbers of Allied air- 
craft now daily dumping stagger- 
ing tonnages of bombs on the 
Reich’s vitals are only harbingers 
of those to come once weather 
permits. 

When conditions are right, the 
American Air Forces and the RAF 
operating from Britain, Italy and’ 
continental bases will be able to 
put 10,000 to 13,000 aircraft over 
Germany in a single day and drop 
between 11,000 and 15,000 tons of 
high explosives and fire bombs. 

In addition the Russian Air 
Forces can put up 3,000 to 5,000 
planes, mostly fighters, fighter- 
bombers, dive-bombers and light 
and medium bombers, which re- 
cently have been flying as many 
as 10,000 sorties in a day, 


TO OUTDO LUFTWAFFE 


The U. S. Air Forces alone will 
be able to dispatch over Germany 
7,000 aircraft in a single day of 
which 3,000 will be four-engined 
heavy bombers. These hard-hitting 
heavyweights can drop between 
7,000 and 10,000 tons of bombs on 
one mission—equal to the entire 
load dumped on London by the 
Luftwaffe during the day and 
night blitz of 1940 and 1941. 
| During a 24-hour period the 
RAF can send 3,000 planes over 
Germany—and some of them may 
fly two and three sorties per day, 
while 1,000 of Britain’s big, black 
four-engined Lancasters, Sterlings 
and Halifaxes can cascade 4,000 to 
9,000 tons on the Germans. These 
heavy bombers were originally de- 
signed for night missions, but they 
now operate night and day be- 
cause of the Luftwaffe’s declining 
strength. 

When the gigantic U. S. air ar- 
madas sweep over the heart of 
Hitler’s crumbling fortress, they 
carry 30,000 American airmen, or 
the equivalent to two full land 
divisions. These men—also those 
hardy RAF airmen—engage more 
than 10,000 German heavy flak 
guns, 25,000 medium or light flak 
rifles and vast numbers of ma- 
chineguns and light arms,

Of Power, Light Firm

3,000,000 Tons 


The first report on power Sav- 
ings by a major utility company 
following the “brownout” indicates 
a national annual fuel saving of 
between 2,000,000 and 3,000,000 
tons of coal, WPB’s office of war 
utilities estimated today. 

The Georgia Power Company 
reported a two per cent drop in 
electric energy consumption. That

SURVEY WORK 

An assistant southern regional 
engineer for the Forest Service 
in Atlanta, Root was in charge of 
the land surveys carried on while 
the government was acquiring 
land to increase southern national 


acres. 

- He also supervised construction 
work on physical improvements 
in these forests, including 130 fire 
lookout towers, 9,000 miles of 
raads, 5,000 additional miles of 
telephone lines for fire prevention 
and control work, 25 dams, 30 
recreation areas, 20 district rang- 
ers’ residences and 10 organiza- 
tion camps. 

A native of Rhode Island, Root 
went to. Oregon to do railroad 
work, and later joined the Forest 
Service.

British in 1812.

The 
music is gay, melodious and light 
and the plot delightfully humor 
ous, It revolved around three 
characters—Pandolfo, the bachelor 
doctor; Zerbina, his maid and pro- 
tegee, who is determined to marry 
him, and Scapin, his valet, who 
aids and abets Zerbina in her 
matrimonial schemes. 

Coleman Kimbro, bass soloist at 
St. Luke Episcopal church, of At- 
lanta, where Hodgson is organist 
and choir director, took the part 
of the doughty old doctor and 
gave a zestful and wholly delight- 
ful performance. It was his first 
venture into operatics, but there 
was nothing hesitant or amateur- 
ish about his work. His voice is 
rich and sonorous and he sang 
the part with gusto and an unerr- 
ing sense of comedy. 

Eloise Beckwith, another young 
voice student, starred as the doc- 
tor’s shrewish and scheming little

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STIGMA TO FAITH 


Christianity 
NowWeaker 
In Japan

CHUNGKING.—(RNS)—An in- 

side view of Christianity in Japan 
was given this week in Chungking 
by a Korean theological student 
who was forced to volunteer for 
the. Japanese army last year, 
served a few months, and then 
escaped one night last July from 
a central China camp, and made 
his way to this city, seat of the 
Korean provisional. government. 

Christianity in Japan, he be- 
lieves, is a much weaker force to- 
day than it was in 1941.* Chris- 
tian membership has fallen off as 
much as two-thirds, he says, and 
church attendance is about a fifth 
of the prewar average. 

The 28-year-old student, who 
was in his third year in theology 
at the Nippon Theological College 
in Tokyo, named three reasons 
for the waning of Christian in- 
fluence in Japan. For one thing, 
the new Japan Christian Associ- 
ation, which was inspired by the 
government to “unite” the 
churches, spends so much effort 
flattering the state and its wishes 
that it is no longer a spiritual 
force, and many real Christians 
Stay away from church to pro- 
test. 

FAITH CARRIES STIGMA 

Second, it is no longer popular 
to be a Christian. The faith car- 
ries a stigma of being foreign, and 
the nationalist enthusiasm has 
weaned away persons of weak 
faith. “Christians are no longer 
respected by the general public,” 
he said. Third, people are too 
busy to go to church. Sunday is a 
work day, and while Christians in 
Japan may have time off for at- 
tending services, few take it. 
Pastors also must perform their 
national labor service. 

Christians have been a nucleus 
of criticism against the state, this 
former Japanese soldier declared. 
The famous Christian leader, To- 
yohiko Kagawa, who had been do- 
ing social work since 1941, was 
thrown into jail in October, 1943, 
for his generally liberal social 
criticism and opposition to the 
war. “I was a close friend of Ka- 
gawa and heard him say many 
times that the war was making 
Japan poorer, that our militarists 
were leading us to national disas- 
ter,”” the young soldier told. 

Fighty-three leaders of the Holi- 
mess church are in jail, and also 
Seventh Day Adventists. 
these sects remained highly 
critical of the government and re- 
fused to compromise an inch of 
their faith. Both refused to enter 
the union of all Christian bodies 
in Japan, and both have been dis- 
banded. their leaders jailed, their 
ublications confiscated. Their 
second advent and millenarian 
tents aroused government hostil- 
itv because they defied the immor- 
tal traditions of the Mikado.

George Discloses 
Legislation for 
Postwar Building 


WASHINGTON; March 3.—() 
Federal housing legislation design- 
ed to “mark off private enterprise” 
in the home construction field will 
be introduced in the next few 
weeks. 

Its precise form still is under 
study, said Chairman George, 
Democrat, Georgia, of the Senate 
Postwar Planning Committee, who 
made the announcement, 

“However,” he said, “I think it 
will include government guaran- 
tees of portions of building loans, 
and it might even call for govern- 
ment participation in construction 
to a limited and guarded degree.” 

George said the committee, dur- 
ing an intensive study of the mat- 
ter in the past few months, had 
concluded that postwar times will 
see “a vast demand” for homes 
in almost every part of the coun- 
try—a demand it will take years 
to fulfill. 

The chairman said the mayors 
of many cities with war-swollen 
populations are beginning to com- 
plain about the temporary, low 
quality housing that has been 
erected to take care of an unex- 
pected influx of residents. 

“Some—though not all—of the 


'temporary structures are deterior- 


ating rapidly and present a poten- 
tial postwar slum problem,” he 
said. 

It is doubtful if much actual 
construction can be started before 
the last of our enemies are de- 
feated, he said, adding, however, 
that congress should pass_ the 
necessary legislation so the con- 
struction industry may be ready 
to go at the very outset of peace.

Big machines will move the slab 
to a building in Nelson, where Jim 
Watt, a middle-aged Scotsman 
with a kilts-and-bagpipes brogue, 
will go to work with a myriad of 
tools, and several months later the 
opus will be complete. Men will 
come to the building, and will 
look with wonder at the cold flesh 
of a statue that will outlive them 
all. 

It is in the dusty studio in a bed- 
room of Nelson’s old Harry Dewar 
house that many of the nation’s 
sculptures are born. It is here that 
Watt’s fingers shape flaccid clay 
into classical form, from which 
plaster casts are taken to be re- 
produced in Georgia marble. 

Jim Watt, one of America’s fore- 
most sculptors, came to the United 
States in 1914 after graduating 
from the Edinburgh Art College, 
where he studied under the re- 
nowned W. B. Rhind. He has been 
the Georgia Marble Company’s 
sculptor for many years, doing 
carvings of his own works, and 
for other artists who send their 
casts to Nelson. 

Pompeo Coppini’s statues of the 
defenders of the Alamo were 
chipped from marble by Watt. who 
copied Coppini’s plasters. These 
are part of the Alamo, memorial 
at San Antonio. 


His old master, Rhind, did the

If it was a 
case of bad brakes it’s still the 
fault of the motorist, for he was 
negligent, criminally negligent, in 
driving that car with bad brakes.”

“It was purely a_ voluntary 
proposition,” Ellis said. “Atlanta’s 
traffic policemen are sincerely in- 
terested in reducing accidents and 
In seeing the traffic flow smooth- 
ly.

These prisoners, captured in 
France, Greece and Crete, con- 
sisted of officers and their order- 
lies of all ranks, representing in 
civil life a wide variety of pro- 
fessions and businesses. All of 
them had suffered severe priva- 
tions—some were disabled for life. 
Their plight called for strong and 
good spiritual nourishment, and 
that is what Capt. Read gave 
them. In the language of Capt. 
Ww. C. Borris, R. A. M. C.. who 
wrote the introduction: 

“Behind barbed wire guarded 
by Nazi sentries, in a bare, un- 
attractive room, he took us on a 
real voyage of discovery. Once 
again, as often in the past, men 
without their personal freedom 
had found the joy of true spir- 
itual liberty.”

Dares To Tackle 
Samuel Johnson 


SAMUEL JOHNSON. By Joseph 
Wood Krutch. New York: Henry 
Holt & Company. $3.75.

Samuel Johnson was a man of 
awesome aspect. He was scrof- 
ulous from birth, large and un- 
gainly, subject to fits of temper

take biographical advantage of all 
the new knowledge of both Bos- 
well and Johnson that has come 
to light in recent years. 


Mr. Krutch’s “Johnson” is more 
than biography; it is a good solid 
study of a good solid subject. It 
is a successful twentieth century 
analysis of an eighteenth century 
mind. And in its view of men 
and times long past it is sym- 
pathetic without bias, and under- 
standing without complacency. Mr. 
Krutch has produced a book dis- 
tinguished by the all too rare com- 
bination of urbanity, learning and 
humor. In a way the very hu- 
manity of Samuel Johnson him- 
self and his almost heroic com- 
mon sense are reflected in the rich 
maturity of Mr. Krutch’s work.

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Congratulating the Legislators 


The biennial session of the Georgia 
state legislature which adjourned last 
night did, on the whole, a commendable 
job. 

It is, of course, too early as yet to pass 
qualified judgment on the greatest single 
item of business which occupied the legis- 
lators at their 55-day meet. The proposed 
new constitution is a far cry from the one 
recommended, after two years of effort, by 
the 23 leading Georgians who comprised 
the special commission to redraft the state’s 
organic law. Not. until it has been pub- 
lished im full and thus made available for 
comment and criticism from recognized 
authorities on constitutional law will one 
be able to evaluate its worth. Nearly six 
months remain before the people must 
vote to ratify or reject it. That is ample 
time for every conscientious citizen to in- 
vestigate the document thoroughly and 
formulate an intelligent opinion as to 
whether it is an improvement over the 
constitution now in force. 

Apart from the new constitution, how- 


ever, this session of the legislature was an 
extraordinary one in that every, member 


of the assembly strove from the very first 
day to complete the people’s business with 
dispatch and adjourn before*the allotted 
70 days. Almost from the very first, there 
were afternoon sessions and night commit- 


‘tee meetings. Cognizant of the temper of 


the times, the solons wasted no time, did 
their job with a real efficiency. 


There were, despite the pointed refusal 
to enact effective home rule legislation, en- 
couraging indications that the legislature 
was not unmindful that it, after all, is the 
servant of the people. The abolition of the 
poll tax, the speedy enactment of veterans’ 
legislation, the adoption of many of the 
Georgia Bar Association’s proposals to 
speed justice, all these and others evi- 
denced a real acquiescence to the public 
will. 

Moreover, there was, so far as we have 
been able to ascertain, no shake-down bills 
introduced or special privilege legislation 
enacted. There was no baiting of business 
or, with but one abortive attempt, of labor. 


It was, in short, a good session, one 
upon which every participant is to be 
congratulated. 


The Need for a Real Secretary of Labor

deniably, must be laid directly at the ad- 
ministration door. 


While it is doubtful that any policy 
could have succeeded in coping with the 
arrogant unreasonableness of John L. 
Lewis, still the weak-kneed strategy which 
has been followed in government dealings 
with the UMW. chieftain has undoubtedly 
contributed to the. entrenched position in 
which Lewis now finds himself. 


As have so many other developments 
of recent months, the threatened coal 
strike serves to call attention most force- 


fully to the need for a man—a good, strong 
man—to fill the shoes of vacillating 
Frances Perkins. 


Progressively, in recent years, we have 
seen the need for a stronger and stronger 
department of labor. And progressively, 
under Madame Perkins, we have seen the 
Department of Labor grow weaker and 
weaker. 


Madame Perkins, who long ago realized 
her own ineffectiveness, has had her resig- 
nation on the President’s desk for many 
months now. It is high time he was ac- 
cepting it.

Mr. Churchill 
Forges Another Link 


(Editor’s Note: Ralph McGill is en route 

around the world @s a member of the American 

g Society of Newspaper Editors’ mission in behalf 

of universal news freedom.

Mr. Churchill’s speech, seemingly transparent and positive, in- 
troduces almost at the end a somber and uncertain note. 

“I suppose that during these last months the human race... 
has undergone more physical agony and misery than at any other 
period through which this planet has passed., In the Stone Age 
numbers were fewer and primitive creatures, little removed from 
animal origin, knew no better. We suffer more. We feel more. 
I must admit in this war I never felt so grave a sense of respon- 
sibility as I did at Yalta. In 1940 and ’41 when we in this island 
were all alone and invasion was so near, the actual steps we ought 
to take and our attitude toward them seemed plain and simple... . 
Now we enter into a world of imponderables, and at every stage 
self-questioning arises. It is a mistake to look too far ahead. Only 
one link in the chain of destiny can be handled at will.” 

This passage follows a spirited defense of Yalta. Yet, the Brit- 
ish prime minister is an historically-minded man. One accustomed 
to look backward through centuries is also accustomed to project 
the future. Such a one does not usually speak of forging “only 
one link” in a “chain of destiny.” Mr. Churchill is a man of will. 
It was a British poet who wrote: 

“It is he that saith not ‘Kismet,’ it is he that knows not fate. 

“It is Richard, it is Raymond, it is Godfrey in the gate.” 

That could once be said of Winston Churchill. Also he is truly 
not of the Stone Age. He “suffers.” He “feels.” A sense of 
“grave responsibility” is upon him, Nothing any longer is simple. 

It is a long speech, fully detailed. 


* be Yet it 
Veiled Questions contains no important revelations, 


and 
leaves very important questions veiled. : 

He stressed that the Big Three have the “duty to serve the world 
and not rule it.” He said, “A world organization cannot be based 
on a dictatorship of the great powers.” He expressed “trust” that 
the voting procedure agreed upon in Yalta “meets these two essen- 
tial points ... having regard to the evident difficulties which will 
meet anyone who gives prologged thought to this subject.” But 
the voting procedure itself is not revealed nor defended.’ 

No part of the speech is more explicit than that dealing with 
the Polish question and no decisions of Yalta more vigorously 
supported. The prime minister convincingly supports the Curzon 
line. He conviricingly defends Soviet territorial claims. He makes 
no defense of the Polish government in London. Fe sharply sup- 
presses hints of bad faith regarding the future independence of 
the Polish nation and government. He goes into detail concern- 
ing measures projected for insuring free elections. In this con- 
nection he expresses the “resolve” of his majesty’s government, 
that “as many as possible of the troops” (the Polish armies fight- 
ing with the Allies in Italy and France) “shall be enabled to re- 
turn in due course to Poland, of their own free will and under 
every safeguard to play their part in the future life of their country.” 

But then comes an odd passage. “In any event, his majesty’s 
government will never forget the debt they owe to the Polish troops 
...I earnestly hope it will be possible for them to have citizenship 
and freedom of the British Empire, if they so desire.” 

The Polish troops are commanded by General Anders. General 
Anders is not satisfied with the solution of the Polish question. 
Reports from Italy state that numbers of Polish soldiers committed 
suicide on hearing the Yalta report. And certainly the inference 
of Mr. Churchill’s offer is that they will not be able to go back to 


Poland to participate in those elections, 

; Certain guarantees are offered for free elec- 
Free Elections tions. They are to be supervised by representa- 
tives of all Big Three. All “democratic parties” are to be allowed 
candidates. But what—asks Mr. Churchill—is the meaning of 
“democratic.” “Obviously,” he adds, “that is capable of being set- 
tled.”” Yes? How? 

Mr. Churchill’s speech throws no further light on intentions to- 
ward Germany. He dismisses possible apprehension that the be- 
stowal of German lands on Poland will sow seeds for future wars, 
“because we intend to take steps far more drastic and effective than 
those which followed the last war ...so as to render all offensive 
action by Germany impossible for generations.” But what steps? 
Here again Mr. Churchill is cryptic. “On the longer term measures 
there are many points of great importance on which detailed plans 
have yet to be worked out between the Allies ... to hurry and 
press matters of this kind might well be to risk causing disunity 
between the Allies.” 

Mr. Churchill’s speech is, indeed, only one link in the chain 
of destiny.

Germans Have Earned 
All Present Agony 


If you are tempted, by your own decency, to 
feel sorry for the people of Germany as they 
now pay the price of their own cruelty and folly, 
For, regardless of the number of Germans 
slain, irrespective of the destruction rained upon their cities and 
their land, not only has Germany earned every payment in blood 
and fire, but even though their suffering is prolonged for many 
years to come, that same suffering will, in the final analysis, be 
merciful and beneficial to the entire human world, including Ger- 
many itself. 

The score that German militarism has run up on the record 
books of a just fate goes back a long way in history. It did not 
begin with Hitler, nor even with Kaiser Wilhelm II. It goes back 
since before the Franco-Prussian war. 

That score includes items by tens of thousands, by millions, 
items of brutality and military lust that, fearful as they have 
been, have inevitably, many of them, been forgotten. 


Payment Deferred At the end of the first World War Gen. 


Pershing did not agree with the armistice 
terms. He wanted to march his conquering armies all the way to 
Berlin. But other counsels prevailed, and it thus came about that, 
in 1918, Germany surrendered and ended a war she had begun 
without experiencing, on her own soil, any of the horrors of con- 
flict or of enemy occupation. 

It might have been better had Pershing’s argument prevailed. 
Even Germans might have learned a part of their lesson if they 
had been triumphant Allied armies marching down Unter den 
Linden. 

In 1918 Germany was hungry, to be sure. But the actual ravage 
of war had all been on French and Belgian soil. 
people knew war only as something that damaged other people, 
other lands. In their false idea, inferior people became war 
refugees, war victims. Never Germans, 

When, in 1939, the present war began the German people were 
told by their Nazi leaders that no German home would ever be 
struck by an enemy bomb, that enemy planes would never fly 
over Germany. And so the Germans went gleefully to war. 

The German people celebrated when 


Then It Was Fine! Warsaw and other Polish cities were 


smashed by the Luftwaffe, turned into heaps of smoking ruin, 
dotted with the charred bodies of poor wretches who could not 
escape. 

It didn’t matter the breath of sympathy to the German people 
when their air force, in violation of all rules of war, destroyed the 
heart of Rotterdam and killed thousands of women and children 
there, despite the fact the city had already surrendered and de- 
clared itself an open city. 

There was laughter and delight in Germany when they heard 
that London was crumbling to dust under the blows of the Luft- 
waffe and when they were told how practically every English 
city showed great scars where German bombs and fire had fallen. 

The innocent “hostages” they shot in all the occupied lands 
brought no regret to German hearts. At the most, they greeted the 


news with a sneer. 

: : Interwoven with the war of the armies, 
Biological Warfare the Nazis have deliberately, with vicious 
intent, conducted a biological war. They count it a victory that 
more than ten million little children in the lands they ravished 
will go through life stunted and weakened physically and mentally, 
because of the lack of propeft food, the exposure to cold, they 
have known in infancy. Théy count it a gain for every child 
unborn who would have lived in time of peace. They count it a 
victory for every man or woman of other lands who is slain, dis- 
abled or rendered unfit for parenthood. For they plan, already, 
another war in another generation or two, and they use today’s 
biological warfare to weaken other peoples in advance of the new 
—and triumphant—German attatk on the world they today envisage. 

No, there can be no sympathy for the German people, for theirs 
is the. responsibility for world misery unimaginablg in its sum 
total. And, unless they are beaten into the dust themselves, unless 
they are taught a lesson that will last for centuries, the world 
will again, some day, pay the price. And the Germans will again, 
if they are not taught better now,) pay an even greater price.

American officers charged with the duty of interrogating cap- 
tured German prisoners report that many realize they have lost 
the war and are mournful and resentful to Hitler and their other 
leaders for their defeat. But they have not yet found one who shows 
any evidence of real remorse because Germany started .the war!

And Pretext 


Think of a learned professor 
announcing solemnly, as if he 
were making a startling revelation 
to the world: “In even so incom- 
plete a cosmic perspective as man 
may attain, the earth immediately 
shrinks from the largest and most 
important unit in the cosmos.” 
Why turn the searchlight upon the 
obvious, or seek to magnify into 
a startling sensation, that which 
is the familiar assumption of one’s 
daily life? 

However, when Prof. Barnes 
comes to make his deductions from 
some of these well-known and ac- 
cepted revelations of physical sci- 
ence, it is impossible to follow his 
reasoning. For example, after an 
elaborate discussion of the infinite 
expansion of our universe, in the 
light of modern learning, he says: 


“Man likewise tends to shrink in 
terms of the new cosmic outlook. 
Far from being the lord of crea- 
tion, existing from the beginning 
of things, he now appears to be 
but a highly temporary chemical 
episode on a petty planet.” I 
would modestly raise the question 
whether this phrase would be a 
very helpful or accurate definition 
of Socrates or Shakespeare? In 


'seeking to estimate the signifi- 


cance of a man by comparing the 
size of his earthly bode with the 
other planets, he has not estab- 
lished a very accurate standard of 
values, 


Later on he shifts to the time 
test. “From the standpoint of his 
biological antiquity and continuity, 
man is far outdistanced by the 
lowly cockroach, which has re- 
mained substantially unchanged 
for more than 50,000 years.” One 
is surprised to find our professor 
in judging the examination papers 
of the “lowly roach” count it as a 
credit that in 50,000 years of evo- 
lutionary effort he still remains a 
cockroach. Surely the human, 
even though “a highly temporary 
chemical episode,” has done better 
in his infant efforts. 


It has become quite popular to 
heckle the human animal, taunting 
him with his low antecedents, and 
making fun of his humble home. 
Is it not a kind of scientific snob- 
bery to judge one by his ancestors 
and habitation? It is on the plane 
from New York, who 
could multiply his importance by 
the population of his native city. 
With all modesty, let us dare to 
proclaim that man is the highest 
expression of life which has yet 
appeared in our universe. These 
scientific snobs shudder when we 
describe God in “anthropomorphic” 
language. Of course we do simply 
because the forms of human life 
are the highest and best we know. 
It does not mean that we limit 
God to human forms, but merely 
that human life furnishes us with 
our best symbols of divine life. 

Certainly when we are dealing 
with the universe, where the mind 
is challenged to picture distances 
in measurements of “parsecs’” and 
time in multiple milleniums, the 
God of one’s faith must match His 
universe. Imagination can no long- 
er deal in the mental forms of the 
child. But if the mind of man can 
form reasonable hypotheses, ex- 
plaining the movements, measure- 
ments and composition of worlds, 
which only exist for him in his 
imagination by the aid of symbols, 
why should it be impossible for 
him to imagine a God who is equal 
to their creation? The hypothesis 
“God,” while in the light of scien- 
tific demonstration, seems even 
more reasonable today in the light 
of scientific advances than ever 
before. We gladly leave the physi- 
cal scientists to stretch the space 
and time of the universe to the 
limits of their mathematical cal- 
culations, and then our faith will 
declare with ever-increasing con- 
viction and reasonableness, “In 
the beginning God created.”

Another Candidate 
InGubernatorial Field? 


Another name has entered the picture as 

speculations grow over Georgia’s next governor, 

That is the name of Brig. Gen. Marvin Griffin, 

State adjutant general, veteran of nearly three years’ service in the 

south Pacific, and newspaper publisher at Bainbridge. Talk is that 

former Gov. Rivers might curb his comeback ambitions in favor of

effort made to connect Griffin’s possible gubernatorial chances with 
a legislative bill to place him in charge of the State Guard.

FDR Earnestly 
Seeking Co-operation 


WASHINGTON.—President Roosevelt is doing 
his level best to enlist the co-operation of con- 
gress—the senate in particular—in his plan for a 


world security organization. 

This was again 
the joint session of Congress. . 
with the conciliatory spirit which, 
in itself, was a measure of his 
earnest desire for the United 
States to assume its*proper place 
end stature in world affairs in the 
future. 

He was informal, almost chatty 
gi times. Though. he had a pre~- 
pared address he departed from 
it repeatedly to enhance the con- 
wersational quality of its deliv- 
erv. He made it, so far as 1s POS- 
gible. on such a formal occasion, 
s sort of family »affair. It was 
obvious from the comments that 
this was pleasing to congress. 

+ is true that he added little 
to previous public knowledge of 
the Crimea conference, as set 
forth in the joint Big Three com- 
munique and in Winston Church- 
jll's report to the House of Com- 
mons. That was the- principal 
- eriticism—that there was little 
mews in it. Yet he had an en- 
gaging manner of frankness, with 
gn assurance that he would keep 
congress constantly advised, and 
with an implied promise that he 
would tell more when conditions 
permit. a 

He not only made conciliatory 
gestures to congress as a body, 
but to Republicans in particular, 
emphasizing that both the senate 
and the house will be represented 
st the San Francisco United Na- 
tions conference and that the 
American delegation will be truly 
bi-partisan — equal representation 
of Republicans and Demotrats. 

“World peace is not a party 
question—any more than is mili- 
tary victory,” he said, adding that 
when the threat from Germany 
end Japan materialized “partisan- 
ship and politics were laid aside 
by nearly every American.” 

He thus recognized again the 
contributions that have been made 
by such Republican leaders as 
Senators Vandenberg, of Michi- 
gan, and White, of Maine, the lat- 
ter party floor leader, and Cmdr. 
Harold Stassen, former governor 
of Minnesota. 

He recognized also the impor- 
tance of the senate which must 
pass upon the international se- 
curity organization plan, of which 
importance no one is more con- 
scious than each of the 96 mem- 
bers of that body. He told the

The Library of Congress has 
published a chronology of events 
leading the world into the pres- 
ent war. 


An item dated Aug. 23, 1939, is 
the match that lit the fuse. On 
that date, the two great dictators, 
Hitler and Stalin, made a non- 
aggression treaty and Hitler told 
the British ambassador that any 
further Polish act against CGer- 
many or Danzig would compel him 
to intervene as a “defensive meas- 
ure.” 


On Aug. 29 Hitler demanded 
that a Polish representative come 
to Berlin by midnight, and the 
same day Hitler completed the 
seizure of Slovakia at the invita- 
tion of the loca] Quislings who had 
implored him to protect the coun- 
try against invasion by the Poles, 
Poland insisted that the thing to 
do was to take matters up in the 
normal way with the Polish am- 
bassador in Berlin. 


On Aug. 30 the British ambas- 
sador called on Herr von Ribben- 
trop and insisted that the German 
proposals should be handed to the 
Polish, ambassador.

costumes of their ancestors, singing the old songs and dancing the 
old dances and otherwise carrying on as if this is 300 years ago and 


these emerald isles have not yet 
white man. 


So in company with Lt. Col. 
Milo G. Haines, the CO, and Maj. 
Dan Cummings, the boss of Serv- 
ice Squadron, and Capt, D. Living- 
ston, the Boston banker and chief 
of the intelligence section—all 
earnest seekers after culture—we 
take off to witness this merry- 
making. 

Well, it is a very sedate pro- 
cedure, The stage is set up out- 
doors and is banked by all manner 
of tropical flora and a big moon is 
shining and it is a very impressive 
scene. There are present, besides 
us who are there merely to wit- 
ness the proceedings in a spirit of 
artistic inquiry, a great number of 
swabbies, and dogfaces, who are 
lured to the spot that by the scut- 
tlebutt that part of the program 
will be made up of luscious young 
native girls dancing the dances of 
their ancestors in abbreviated cos- 
tumes. 


So we sit waiting patiently for 
a moment, swatting mosquitoes, 
when there is a mournful squonk- 
ing, like the desolate bellowing of 
a small foghorn, comes from off- 
stage, and the voice of the inter- 
preter who is explaining the pro- 
cedure says that this is the blow- 
ing of the ceremonial conch shell 


which always opens such festivi- 


ties in the olden times. The blow- 
ing of the conch shell, she says, is 
a talent that is passed down from 
father to son for generations, and 
the character who is blowing this 
conch shell is probably the last of 
his line in the islands. 


And this may well be so, for on 
tooting with all his 


_strength, comes this venerable na- 
tive, a distinguished looking old 
gentleman with snowy hair and a 


| 


regal bearing, who is clad only in 
a skirt of some sort of woven bark. 
So he pauses in the middle of the 
stage and toots about three times 
and then he lays the conch shell 
down, which is a good thing, for 
the way he is winded by his ef- 
forts it looks as if one more toot 
will finish him. 


Then he drapes around his 
shoulders a great golden cape of 
bird feathers, the natives in these 
parts being so fond of capes of 
bird feathers you hardly ever see 
a bird about the place any more, 
and he takes over the drum, which 
is said to be 600 years old. He 
does not give the drum the Krupa 
treatment at all, but 
strokes it and bumps it with the 
heel and the palms of his hands, 
and it gives out with a very melan- 
choly music indeed, which causes 
strange pricklings to go up and 
down the spine. 

And while he is bumping the 
drum this dusky maiden who 
weighs maybe 300 pounds comes 
downstage and sings a song which 


—-very probably—would be dead.!|is said to be about the mist in the 


been profaned bythe foot of the 


valleys in the morning and the sun 
tising out of the sea, and the great 
King getting his gear together to 
go off to war, and the singing of 
this song sounds like somebody 
going over and over the vowels, 
a, e, i, o and u, in different ar- 
rangements interminably. 

And_while the seekers after cul- 
‘ture are sitting enraptured by all 
this, and the seekers after other 
sensations, beginning to stir rest- 
lessly, are wondering if they are 
in for an evening of conch-shell 
blowing and drum-beating, onto 
the stage come the dancers. There 
are two of them, and they are 
lovely indeed, one of: them par- 
ticularly being something you see 
in your dreams if you still see 
such nocturnal visions, and they 
do a very entrancing dance in- 
deed. It is the same sort of thing 
they try to do in the movies 
sometimes, with Miss. Betty 
Grable, or Miss Dorothy Lamour, 
but the way these two local 
queens do this dance is out of this 
world, for they are trained in 
such gyrations since babyhood, 
and there is more meaning in the 
formalized twitch of their little 
finger than there is in the gyra- 
tions of Miss G’s and Miss L’s 
whole carcass. 

So they get a great round of 
applause, and come back for sev- 
eral encores, and everybody is 
highly pleased. 

Then the venerable old gentle 
men who had blown the conch 
and beaten the drum came back 
and this time he plays the flute. 
| There is nothing remarkable about 
|a person playing the flute, except 
the manner in which he accom- 
| plishes it, which is with his nose. 
| He has a nose about the size of a 
| Sweet potato and he places this 
flute to his nostril and blows upon 
it a wild sweet melody like the 


| piping of the great god Pan down 
in the reeds. by the river. 


The 
interpreter explains that it is the 
custom of their ancestors always 
to blow the flute with their noses, 
and I am wondering why some 
smart operator like maybe Juddie 
Johnson at the Paradise room has 
not imported one of these nasal 
flautists as an act in his stage 
show.

“Music—it must be simple. 


For Vladimir Horowitz, distin- 
guished Russian pianist who will 
be heard at 3 p. m. today atthe 

municipal auditorium, these are 
' not just words, but are borne out 
practically in his approach to mu- 
sic. You will feel it in his rendi- 
tion today of Sousa’s “Stars and 
Stripes Forever,” a transcription 
for the piano by himself. 

“I play it a great deal slower 
than bands do—they go too fast, 
so fast that you can’t even march 
to it. It is a beautiful, stirring 
piece and that’s why everyone 
likes it.” 

With a great appreciation of 
American music, Horowitz will 
play Samuel Barber’s Excursions, 
Opus 20, in addition to classical 
works by Beethoven, Rachmonin- 
off, Chopin and Liszt. 

Apologizing yesteriay morning 
for his appearance (as a matter 
of fact he looked trim and neat in 
his brown business suit, with red 
printed tie), he said he had just 
gotten off the train from New Or- 
leans and did not have time to 
change. 

BIT SLEEPY-EYED 

“The train was on time, but 
very early on time,” he laughed, 
a bit sleepy-eyed. io 

Just as most people take along 
a light magazine or. murder story 
_ for relaxation on the train, Horo- 
witz carries with him music, which 
he reads for pleasure—‘“like most 
people read books.” 

Though not with him on this 
trip, his wife, Wanda, often ac- 
companies him on tours, and 
though she does not play serious- 
lv herself, is a deep student of 
music—“a good critic,” he said, 
adding, “a constructive, not a de- 
structive critic.” 

“My daughter, Sonia, studies vio- 
lin. but she’s just 10 4nd likes 
horses much better. Yes, she is 
wild. about the horses. And what 
a sharp one she is! Once I asked 
her if she noticed a false note I 
struck in a concert and she said, 
‘I don’t ‘hear false notes, I’m 
listening to the music.’ ” 

Exceptionally young looking 
and trim for his 41 years, Horowitz 
has very dark brown eyes and 
black hair. He has an easy, af- 
fable manner that belies his im- 
portance as the foremost piano 
virtuoso of the present time. He 
admires his father-in-law, Tosca- 
nini. inordinately and declares he 
never plays with greater enthusi- 
asm and virtuosity than under his 
baton. 

“HOLY EXPERIENCE” 

“It is almost like a holy ex- 
perience,” he says.- 

One of the first soloists to play 
with Toscanini, with whom his 
first concert was in 1932, the pian- 
ist said he knew the maestro for 
years before he even knew he had 
a daughter.

ty-fifth anniversary as a concert 
pianist, his debut having taken 
place in Kiev, his natfve city, in 
1920. He became famous overnight 
in Russia, appeared in Berlin, and 
subsequently in every country in 
Europe. In~ January, 1928, he 
made his initial bow before an 
American audience at Carnegie 
Hall in New York, playing Tschai- 
kowski’s first concerto. 

A few weeks ago at a concert in 
Carnegie Hall by Toscanini and 
Horowitz, netted the Infantile 
Paralysis fund a total of $25,000, 
a feat which Horowitz spoke of 
with pride. 

Horowitz thinks the war has in- 
creased the musical audience 
throughout the world because, as 
he says, “in wartime, people are 
upset and out of balance emotion- 
ally, and therefore more receptive 
to music, which is primarily an 
emotional experience.” 

Particularly interested in mem- 
bers of the armed forces, Horo- 
witz expressed a desire to see a 
lot of uniforms in the audience. 
In this connection, Marvin McDon- 
ald, manager of the Atlanta Mu- 
sic Club, has announced that 
choice orchestra seats are available 
for enlisted men and women for 
60 cents.

GROWS RESTLESS

“I want to get back to my men 
—my soldiers, they are Filipinos, 
and they are still there. I want 
to be with them.” 

As to that varied menu of grass- | 
hoppers, lizard tails, snakes, mon- | 
key and dog meat, that is some of | 
the food he ate, along with some 
700 other Americans who were in 


“Yu would have eaten it, too, 
if you had been there and had 
been as hungry as we were,” he 
said.

Capt. Sharp to see once more the 
Stars and Stripes, and once again 
to wear shoes and sit down to a 
real American meal. 

The torpedo sent more than 600 
of his fellow Americans to a 
watery grave in the sea off Min- 
danao, 


FREED BY TORPEDO 


The torpedo was fired by an 
American submarine, fired into 
the bowels of a Jap transport 
which was transferring the Amer- 
icans to another Jap prison on 
Luzon. 

“For about 10 days I had been 
crowded into the hold of that 
nasty vesse],” Capt. Sharp said. 
“We were badly crowded, and our 
only ventilation came from cracks 
in the hatch cover. 

“Day by day we would sit 
there, watching the progress of 
the sun as it went from the east 
to the west. At night we would 
watch the moon as it rose above 
the ship’s decks and its mellow 
rays penetrated that dark, damp 
stinking hold. 

“And then suddenly there came 
an explosion. It was _ terrific. 
The whole ship shook. Men were 
piled up on top of each other. 
Then the water came pouring in. 

“What a hell of a way to die,’ 


The hatch cover had been blown 
away. But the hold was too deep. 
We could not reach it. 


SWIMS TO DECK 


“Soon I was standing in water 
waist-deep, then it got so deep I 
had ,to swim. And in just-a few 


could reach up and touch the open 
hatch. Then I got a good grip on 
it, and I reached the deck. Some 
200 others scrambled out about 
the same time I did. Without hesi- 
tating, we went over the side. 
Then the Japs on the deck began 
machinegunning us. 

“And today I am one of 83 
American prisoners of war who 


were trapped below decks and 
went down with the ship. Others 
died as a result of machinegun 
bullets fired into them as they 
swam away from the sinking ves- 
sel. Others were just too weak

For five years Wally Boren has been passing along 
to readers of THIS WEEK his observations as proprietor 
of the lunchstand, *“‘Wally’s Wagon."’ Recently he 
learned thai the crew of a Flying Fortress overseas had 
named their bomber after his hash-house, and he went 


after the facts. Today he stepeout of his usual role to , 


bring you one of the warmest personal stortes of this 
war — the tale of the flying Wally’s Wagon and the 


crew which mans 1t. 


IKE I told you a couple of weeks ago, 
there’s a flyin’ “Wally’s Wagon” —a 
B-17 Fortress in the Eighth Air Force. The 
pilot is named Wally Davis, an’ he can’t be 
no prouder than I am to have that ship carry 
our name. 

I’m mighty proud of the crew, too, and the 
letters I got from ’em. An’ I’m gonna keep 
quiet and let them tell you their story. 

‘But first off I got to tell you all these 
boys here has about completed their tour 
of hell an’ is expected home. 

I will start in by introducin’ you to the 
tail gunner, Staff Sgt. Claude E. Hudson, 
a guy from Pittsburgh, Pa. Like you know, 
the air force wants em young. This ol’ worn- 
out eagle is 20 years old, is married an’ has a 
daughter that is 20 months old. 
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— THE EDITORS 


On every mission he flies Sergeant Hudson 
pins one of his young’un’s baby shoes on the 
outside of his flying suit. I guess it sort of 
buoys him up. But I'll let him start at the 
beginnin’ of the whole thing: 


Dear Wally: 

I suppose you will want to know how 
all this screwy crew of “‘Wally’s Wagon’”’ got 
together. 

When I found out who I was going to crew 
with, I was in Tampa, Fla. I didn’t know any 
of them then. Some two weeks later I met the 
first one — Jones, the radio operator. We 
were standing in line together for a pass. 
Then, one day we were to ship out to Avon 
Park for our overseas training. 

On the station platform, waiting for the 


train, I met Macdonald, the waist gunner; 
Modlin, ball turret gunner; Pondexter, engi- 
neer; and Hearn, bombardier. The pilot and 
co-pilot, Davis and Gollnick, had gone ahead 
in the pilot’s car, so I didn’t meet them and 
Anderson, the navigator, until next day. 
It was a swell crew. 

Suddenly, it seemed, after flying around 
together for two and a half months, we found 
ourselves at Savannah, bound for Bangor, the 
jumping-off place. Then we went on to Goose 
Bay, Labrador. From there to Iceland, then 
to England and over here where we have been

Tuar’s all, my foot. That's just the begin- 
nin’. Let Beaferd Medlin tell you how it 
seems to him. Benford was livin’ in McCall, 
S. C., when he decided to do what landed him 
in the position of staff sergeant an’ ball turret 
gunner of the ““Wally’s Wagon.”’ Here’s what 
he wrote me: 


Dear Wally: 

You may find a lot of good crews, but I 
don’t think you’ll be able to beat this one. 

Lieutenant Davis is tops in a pilot and I 
would fly through hell with him. He would, 
bring us out. And even if Gollnick is a Yankee 
he can fly co-pilot on any ship I’m in. You 
won't find a better navigator than Anderson. 
He'll find any place in the air but would lose 
you in two minutes on the ground. Hearn 
showed us how a good bombardier works 
when he hit a target in Germany with- 
out a bombsight. 

Pondexter, our engineer, whom we call 
“Agnes” (the name of a Florida girl friend), 
really knows what makes a B-17 tick. Even 
if Jones didn’t get much practice in radio 
school, he can really throw that stuff out. 

Macdonald, who is the youngest yet the 
oldest, because he takes things a lot more 
serious than the rest, keeps us all on the ball 
from the waist. Hudson, our tail gunner, can

I don’t know how to put what I feel about 
combat flying. I do know that I have prayed 
more in the last four months than in any 
four months before. 

It’s pretty cold up there but not enough 
to make my knees shake like they do and I’m 
not shaking with that much patriotism. You 
get the funniest feeling in the world when you 
look up ahead of the plane and see the flak 
so thick. 

I'll never be able to figure out how even 
one Fort gets through some of it; yet some- 
times a group does. And how a ship gets so 
many holes in it, and not a crew member 
gets hurt. I don’t try to figure it out — I just 
keep praying. There has been plenty of 
praying going on in ‘*Wally’s Wagon” 
and no one denies it. 

I saw enemy fighters knock down eight 
Forts in two sweeps. Seeing a B-17 go down 
with flames from wingtip to wingtip is no 
good feeling at all. And when a ship blows up 
in front of you, or by you, with guys in it 
you know and no chutes come out, then you 
are not surprised when_some of the guys tell 
you that you talked and moaned all night in 
your sleep.

Wuen Skipper (Davis) says fighters have 
been reported in the area, you really get 
scared. Then our friends, the P-51 and P-47 
fighters, are the most beautiful things in the 
world. I love each and every one of the guys 
that fly in them. 
Next to these boys, the English Coast is a 
wonderful sight when we are coming home. 
When this is over and I’ve gone back and 
married that little girl just a little bit south 
of North Carolina, I'll be proud to tell my 
kids about being in the Eighth Air Force at 
the 305th Bomb Group, flying and fighting 
and bombing with a swell crew in a swell ship, 
“Wally’s Wagon.”

You can’t 
sleep much the night before a mission, be- 
Cause you are worrying and thinking of what 
will happen the next day. Finally the CQ 
(charge of quarters) comes and tells you the 
time for breakfast and briefing. 

At briefing you are told the target and what 
to expect. Then take-off time rolls around. 

On the way to the target you keep alert 
for anything that may happen. After crossing 
the English Channel or North Sea, you will 
probably see the first flak thrown at you. 

Finally you come to the target. You can 
see anything happen then. You will pray 
like you never prayed before. After a while 
you re away from the target. Your ship may be 
damaged, or have wounded aboard, but you've 
done your job and are on the way home. 

You feel proud of yourself after a mission, 
for you know you are doing your part, and 
you hope and pray for eternal peace.

Visitors to crowded wartime 
hospitals need special rules 


LTHOUGH wartime hospitals are doing a magnifi- 
cent job in caring for home-front patients, the 
present shortage of civilian nurses and other medical 
personnel has seriously strained our hospital facilities. 
Patients — as well as their friends and families — 
are faced with real problems of hospital behavior 
which at one time would have seemed trifling. 

The visitor menace, for example, has become a 
difficult problem. It is particularly harmful to 
patients in private and semi-private rooms who 
do not have special nursés to protect them from 
the unthinking behavior of friends. 

These friends may not only interfere with hospital 
routine; they may even disturb patients to such an 
extent that recoveries are delayed and stays in badly

While expert nurses can turn away visitors with 


‘masterful grace, a patient’s family lacks the pro- 


fessional authority. For this reason, it is really im- 
portant that we learn and follow these hospital exac- 
tions for visitors. 


Leave in 15 Minutes 


Never rush into a sick person’s room. Walk in 
quietly, and sit down as though you have come to 
stay for an hour. But you must actually not stay as 
long as you seem to. This is done by giving the patient 
your complete attention and by seeming reluctant to 
go. (Leaving in 15 minutes is the rule of safety if the 
patient is still in bed.) Always remember that a 
patient may give a false impression of health, even 
when he is very weak. For this reason, visitors should 
watch the patient for signs of fatigue. If he is excited, 
it is time to go. If his speech slows down a little, it is 
high time to go. If he begins to look haggard, it is 
time to go quickly! 

Don’t stay after another visitor arrives. A triangle 
conversation is both harmful and exhausting to one 
who is weak. Don’t discuss fears connected with the 
war or even the ordinary difficulties of living. Talk 
instead about impersonal, pleasant things. 

On the other hand, if the patient broaches a 
subject of personal anxiety, don’t prolong the 
subject, but listen with sympathy. 

Brief and rather obvious “‘don’ts”’ include: Don’t 
smoke in any sickroom unless the patient is smoking 
also. Don’t take food to patients before finding out 
first not only what they would like, but also what 
they are permitted to have. 

When you send flowers, remember this: Unless you 
know a patient has special nurses, it is best to send a 
plant. Floor nurses are far too busy to take care of 
cut flowers. A little potted plant is more convenient 
than a big one because there is often nowhere out- 
side the sickroom to put it overnight.

E’VE been hearing all kinds of talk, 

lately, about getting women to go back 
where they came from. A year ago, it was the 
question, “How can we prod them out of 
their kitchens and put them to work in vital 
war industries?’’ Now certain uneasy males 
begin to hold forth on ways and means of 
reversing the process. 

That women will go back to their prewar 
occupations, that they must go back, seems 
to be a foregone conclusion. No problem 
there. But, we are informed dolefully, women 
have changed. The former housewife’s 
horizon has been broadened by work 
done and contacts made during this war 
period. How can we persuade her that true 
contentment lies only within the four walls 
of her home? How can we “‘readjust’’ her so 
that she will be happy — or at least docile — 
in her old way of life? 

Frankly, I don’t think we can. 


Tabile-talk Experts 


Tue “readjustment” talk emanates largely 
from professors, writers of editorials, and 
table-talk experts. I worked m a Detroit war 
plant for a year and a half, and among my 
» friends and fellow workers there, I do not 
believe I ever heard this issue raised. 

Not that the girls weren't given to dis- 
cussions. They were. But it was not a ques- 
tion of readjustment. It was, simply, as it was 
with the men, “‘How can we hold our jobs?” 

Some of the men felt that women should go 
on working if they wanted to. Others thought 
not. 


“My wife ten’t going to work after the war, 


you can bet on that. She'll stay at home to 
look after the kids or else!” 

Just like that— the “knock-’em-down- 
and-drag-’em-home” method. A shade less 
subtle and delicate than the ‘“ease-them- 
back-and-readjust-them” school of thought. 
Doubtless, one will be about as effective as 
the other. 

For it is how the women feel that will be 
decisive. 

Some women, naturally, are eager to be 
housewives again. They will be happy to take 
up where they left off. 

} certainty don’t intend to imply that they

are any less admirable for preferring house- 
work. But why assume that this is the prefer- 
ence of all women? Or that if it isn’t, they will 
have to do it anyhow? This seems about as 
absurd as decreeing that all men must be 
public accountants, regardless of their de- 
sires, talents and training.

There are a great many women who want 
to go on working at their present jobs after 
the war ends. All kinds of women — married 
and unmarried, young and old, women with 
special talents and women who are just 
capable average workers. 

We often hear that women will have to 
give ‘up their jobs to returning servicemen. 
Well, I don’t know any women who want to 
hold jobs at the expense of our veterans. But 
then, I don’t know any men who do either. 
As I heard one man in our plant comment: 

“The day a discharged soldier walks in 
here and asks for a job, I’m willing to pack 
up my tool box and let him have my place.” 

It was a fine thing to say; and he meant it. 
Yet no one suggests that we assure vet- 
erans jobs by throwing men in factories 
out of work. We have been planning jobs for 
present workers and returning soldiers alike. 
I do not know why the same constructive 
attitude can’t be taken toward women who 
want to keep on working. , 

Women today take their jobs seriously, and 
for the same reasons men do. 


Must Make a Living 


Tue all-important reason, of course, is to 
make a living. Some need to work because 
their husbands are in the Army, and they 
cannot get along on a soldier’s pay. And 
when the war ends, there are husbands who 
won't be coming back. Some who do return 
will not be able to work for a while. A few 
may never be able to work again. For their 
wives, jobs will be a necessity. 

Women who are not married will certainly 
have to support themselves. And it is gen- 


erally agreed that this generation will have. 


more than its share of single women, with the 
war's taking its toll of our young men. 
Many married women, too, will want to 
keep on working because of economic pres- 
sure. People who have long needed medical 
and dental care are finally able to afford it. 
Couples have bought homes because they 
were making enough money to meet pay- 


- ments; and they count on two pay checks 


to help them continue after the war. 

Besides, a lot of women have found their 
jobs more interesting, more stimulating, and 
above all, more social, than housework. There 
are certainly very few men who would enjoy 
staying home all day, even if they could 
afford it. 

For the first time, on a large scale, factory 
women have done work in keeping with their 
physical amd mental abilities, their training, 
and their quickness to learn. In war plants, 
where all types of workers are needed, women 
are no longer restricted to unskilled, monoto- 
nous jobs. To a great extent, they have been 
treated on a par with men, both in classifica- 
tion and pay. 

The change in the status of women 
workers has brought about a change in 
their own altitudes toward their jobs. 

For example, in the plant where I worked, 
the company arranged to have an instructor 
to teach mathematics to those who_were in- 
terested. About 80 per cent of the girls signed 
up. Once a week, after a hard day’s work, 
they remained after hours to attend sessions 
in algebra and trigonometry, And the harried 
instructor complained that they invariably 
kept him after the allotted hour for the class. 

The women who attended those classes 


wanted a knowledge beyond the immediate 
and practical requirements of their work. 
They were prompted by a deep interest in 
their jobs, and they showed no intention of 
forgetting everything as soon as the war ends. 

And is it to our country’s best interest to 
have them forget what they have learned? 
Are several million skilled workers an asset 
we can afford to waste? 

If there are to be postwar jobs for the wom- 
en who want and need them, public and 
private co-operation is essential. Plant mana- 
gers and union officials will have to consider 
women in their peacetime planning. 

Continue Day Nurseries 
Some people point out that women who 
hold jobs do so at the expense of having chil- 
dren, and that if women continue to work, 
the birth rate will decline. But would this 
be so if conditions weré made easier for work- 
ing mothers? If day nurseries, started during 
the war to help them, could continue and 
increase ; if regular leaves-of-absence could be 
arranged for pregnant women; if perhaps

some system of a shorter day could be man- 
aged for women who must work but who also 
have homes and families to take care of? 
Under such circumstances women with the 
additional financial security of a job might 
be more eager to have children than non- 
working wives are. 


Wife’s Tired Too 


In MANY cases it has been possible for women 
to work during the war because of help 
given them by family and neighbors. Many 
a husband has taken on household duties, 
realizing that his wife, too, was tired after a 
full day’s work. Many children have taken 
on their share of work, or have assumed re- 
sponsibility in the care of younger children. 
Neighbors have shared cars to finish a week’s 
shopping in a single evening, asked children 
next door in to lunch because their mother 
was at work. 

Maybe something was gained here beyond 
the mmmediate objective. A better under- 
standing between husband and wife, greater 
responsibility on the part of children, a deeper 
community sense in big cities where once 
next-door neighbors never spoke to each 
other. We have discovered something good; 
let’s not lose it. 

Some say, “But it won’t work, once the 
war ends.”” The same ones, no doubt, who 
said that women could never be trained for 
the work they are now doing. 

Can America be as resourceful and ener- 
getic in its peacetime program as it has been 
in its wartime program? If so, the skeptics 
will be wrong again. The End

The speaker—a sturdy, pleasant- 
looking boy of 16 — was expressing 
the resentment teen-age Americans 
everywhere feel about the way the 
many wartime home chores are 
assigned. 

““‘Parents — especially mothers — 
do not organize chores,”’ the boys 
complain. ““They don’t think a boy’s 
time is valuable. They don’t co- 
operate in working out a fair and 
square timetable for work they want 
done.”’ 


Boys Speak Out 


Ir THIs seems to adults a trivial 
cause for serious parent-son con- 
flict, it is extremely important to 
the boys. Here a group of typical 
high-school boys speak out on this 
troublesome subject. Parents may 
not be flattered by the picture the 
young Americans — ages 15 to 17 — 
paint of them as chore masters. But 
perhaps they will find a clue in it to 
better understanding and a solution 
for a chronic family conflict. 


One point the boys emphasize in 
their discussion is the way their free 
time has shrunk during the ‘war. 
What with the help scarcity and the 
outside activities of parents, they 
have taken on a great deal of neces- 
sary extra work at home — from 
washing the windows periodically to 
helping regularly with the cleaning 
and cooking. 

“Our parents would have a hard 
time doing without us, I think,” one 
youngster says seriously. ‘Yes,’ 
adds another, “‘my father is in Eng- 
land and I think my mother would 
find it pretty difficult to chop wood 
for the fireplace every day, but we 
have to use it to help heat the 
house.”’ 


Do Important Werk 


IN ADDITION to these home chores, 
the older boys have after-school and 
holiday paid jobs. They earn from 
$5 to $10 or more a week and take 
care of many of their own expenses. 
Much of the work they do is impor- 
tant to the community. Tens of 
thousands of high-school boys, for 
instance, were needed in past offices 
all over the country to help get out 
the Christmas mail. And at all sea- 
sons, the local groceries, drugstores 
and other small businesses depend 
on part-time, teen-age workers to 
help them carry on. The boys also 
help regularly with the community 
scrdp collections. And in the sum- 
mer thousands of them sign up to 
work on farms helping to get in 
the crops. 

“All this has made the younger 
wartime generation very time- 
conscious. Schoolboys have learned

to ration their minutes. Even so they 
have very few free daylight hours. 

**The problem is easy to under- 
stand,” they say, “but parents do 
not take it seriously. They don’t re- 
spect a kid’s time.”’ 

“If parents did respect a boy’s 
time, they would put system in- 
to the chore situation.”’- This 
comment by a tall lad called forth 
a chorus of: “Yes, that’s nght!”’ 

Every boy, however, realizes that 
his parents are hard-pressed. But, 
while he feels an obligation_to help 
all he can, he still thinks his share 
of the housework should be organ- 
ized, and his parents should have 
some consideration. for his personal 
activities. 

Here is the way one of the boys 
put the problem: 

“Sure, I want to help. Why should 
my mother do all the work? I don’t 
mind doing dishes every night. But 


about special jobs, I like to know 
ahead. Then I can plan.” 

A chance to plan is what they all 
want. But they say that parents 
have the habit of doling out all the 
big, extra chores on the spur of the 
moment. 

“They wait till you’re just going 
out,”” one boy protests, “and then 
they say: ‘Oh, Charlie, I just re- 
membered — I want you to clean 
the back porch now.” Is that fair? 
Does that sound as if they respect 
you?” 

“Why don’t they talk over the 
things they want done with you?” 
another asks indignantly. “Why do 
they think a boy’s not worth con- 
sulting and his plans aren’t impor- 
tant?” 

Use Up Afternoons 
“*SomETIMES they say they don’t 
need you and then just as you start 
doing something important they tell 
you to go to the store and say it 
won't take a minute, but when you 
get home they send you right back 
again for something they forgot the 
first time. A thing like that uses up a 
whole afternoon.’’ This complaint 
has been made by a number of 
boys. 

“It’s mot the amount of werk 
we object to,” a thoughtful lad 
hastens to explain. **‘We just 
don’t like jobs sprung on us, re- 
gardicss of what else we have to 
deo.”’ 

As all the boys see it, the biggest 
possible improvement in life at home 
would be the streamlining of these 
chores. 

In their opinion, the present slap- 
dash assignments cause more bad 
family feeling than almost anything 
else. When the boys rebel, parents 
conclude that their sons are selfish. 
The boys think parents are incon- 
siderate. 

“But there is a solution,” says a 
spokesman for all of them. ‘‘Here’s 
what we suggest: Let parents give 
us, early in the week, a list of chores 
they want us to do. Then leave it to 
us to work out a schedule. That will 
put the responsibility on us and will 
be a genuine sign of respect.” 

“I already got my mother to give 
me a list like that,”” another boy 
says. “It used to be so awful in our 
house I couldn't stand it any more. 
But the new plan works fine.”’
